One of the 
Officers, as foon as the Ship overfet, fwam to the 
Affiftance of his Wife, whom he faw floating, and bid 
her hold faft by him, and doubted not they fhould 
reach the Shoar; which he had pretty near accomplifh’d, 
when a Cheft or Bureau which had floated off the 
Ship’s Deck, ftruck againft her Head fo violently, 
that fhe let go her Hold, and was immediatly drown'd, 
tho’ her Hufband endeavour'd, at the extreme Hazard of © 
his own Life, to lay hold on her again. 

They write from Antigua by the Way of St. Kitt’s, 
that Commodore Warren has taken three French Privateers 
of confiderable Force, witha valuable Prize from the Ha- . 
vanna, all which are carried into Antigua. 

They write from Exeter, that a Privateer is fitting out 
there of 320 Tons to carry on her main Deck 22 Carriage 
Guns, all Six and Nine-Pounders, with four Four-Poun- 
ders on the Roundhoufe, 30 Swivel Guns, 40 Swivel 
Blunderbuffes, with a great Number of other Arms, 
&c. She iscalled the Exeter, and to be commanded by 
Capt. Lovell Pennell, and to carry 230 Men. 

Laft Thurfday 7-Night about One o’Clock in the 
Afternoon, fix Smugglers, well mounted, and arm’d 
with Blunderbuffes, Pittols, &c. rode through the Town 
of Lewes with their Piftols drawn and cock’d, and their - 
Blunderbuffes in a Pofture fit for Engagement, daring the 
whole Town, and bidding defiance toevery Body, though ° 
there was a Company of Soldiers with their Officers in 
Town ; but to complete their Impudence, they call'd 
for a Bottle of Wine at the White Horfe Inn; the Drawer 
not bringing it fo foon as they would have had it, one of 
them rode into the Houfe, and fceing a Serjeant’s Halbert, 
took it, and they carried it away with them; and as they 
went thro’ the upper Part of the Town, they fhot into the 
Houfes, and had like to have killed a Gentlewoman, the 
Ball paffing very near her; thus they went on driving all 
before them, none daring t) moleitthem. If fome Stop 
be not fhortly put to this fort of Rebellion, the Confe- 
quence will evidently be fatal. 

We learn by private Letters from Peterfbourg, that 
befides 12,000 Men granted by the Czarina, to his Bri- 
tannick Majefty, 20,000 more are to march in the Spring, 
for the Service of the Maritime Powers; in Confideration 
of which, her Imperial Majefty is to receive an annual 
Subfidy of 500,000 Rubles, during the Continuance of 
the War. 

The Berlin Gazette, of February 2, gives 2 pompows 
Account of the Retreat of the Auttrians out of Silefia, and 
out of the County of Glatz; adding, that they wene 
retired into the Mountains of Moravia, and had cut down 
a vaft Quantity of Wood to hinder the Pruffians from 
purfuing them. 

They write from Cologne, that the Hanoverian Troops 
quartered in Weftphalia, under the Command of Ge- 
neral Somersfield, had begun their March for the Rhine, 
as had alfo the Dutch Troops under General Smifleartg 
and it was believed, when the whole Army of the Allies 
was affembled, it would be twice as ftrong as that of ML 
Maillebois. 

The French King has declared the’ Duke of Modena,

Lee is ill of the Gout. 

His Majefty has been pleafed to iffue his Letters Man- 
datory to the Prefident and Chapter of the Cathedral 
Church of Litchfield, recommending unto them John 
Addenbrooke, A. M. to be chofen into the Place of 
Dean of the faid Cathedral, void by the Death of Dr. 
Nicholas Penny.

clin’d to render to the Common Caufe.

Extrad from a Private Letter, dated Berlin, Fe- 

bruary 2, 1745 ' 

We learn from Hanover, by a certain private Canal 
that may be depended on, that the Inftructions of the M. 
de Belleifle are in a great Meafure decypher’d ; and that 
it does not appear he was charged to treat this Court 
with a great deal of Delicacy, but rather the contrary. 
He was order’d toobferve, thatas Things ftoods at prefent, 
Pruffia had no Reafon to expect a Peace upon moderate 
Terms, or that it fhould be long kept by the Houfe of 
Altria; and that therefore it imported his Majefty to carry 
onthe War till the Power of the Queen of Hungary was 
fo far reduced, that he might be fecure of preferving what- 
ever was left him by a new Treaty, and not lofe the 
Benefit of the old one. That as his Majefty was the: only 
One of the Allies ‘that had obtained any Satisfaétion from 
the Houle of Auftria for his Pretenfions, in Confequence 
of the War ; fo he was engaged, not only by Faith, but by 
the Principles of good Policy, to procure the like Satif- 
faction for the reft, as the only Way to keep what he had 
got, by reducing the Abilities of that Power fo much, as 
to becapable at all times not of expeéting only, but of 
infiing upon Juftice. ‘Thatas his moit Chriftian Majefty 
moit readily engaged in a Confederacy for obtaining 


Satisfaction for his Pruffian Majefty’s Demands, fo he was, 


willing to p.rfit in, and to continue the War, till the Ends 
originally defigned were accomplifh’d ; and Freedom and 
Peace, and a proper Balance of Power, fixed beyond the 
Poflibility of Changing. That there is Reafon to believe 
all this may be obtained by one vigerous Campaign ; by 
his Majefty’s attacking Bohemia a fecond time ; by procu- 
ring an Infurreétion in Hungary; and by marching a 
— Body of Troops thro’ Tyrol into Italy. ‘hat while 
iis Pruffian Majefty aéts on one Side, his moft Chriftian 
Majefty would enter the Netherlands with an Army of 
120,0cO Menat lea{t, on the other, befides maintaining a 
powerful Army in Germany, and a greater Body of Troops 
than was fent lait Year into Italy. By this Means, his 
moit Chrittian Majetty ‘hopes ail his Allies may obtain 
what they have refpeétively in View ; without which none 
of them can be fafe, and leaft of all his Pruffian Majetty, 
we has provok’d the Court of Vienna beyond all Hopes of 
arcon,
